BY THREATS OF VIOLENCE. 


Statement of the Publishers, 


Butter Nor Do 1t!—We learn thnt the editors 
ofthe Democratic paper at Benton, Franklin Co., have 
hauled dowa the names of Douglas and Johnson, and 
run up Lincoln and Hamlin, and being about to Is- 
sue its Weekly edition, “Dirty Work” Logan hurried 
hither, and collected a mob, compelled the publish- 
ers to stop while working off the paper, 4 part of the 
weekly issue having already been printed, If such 
Is the gume, and the Democracy to think to re-enact 
the Kansas secnes fn Tilfnols, they may find the game 
played ovt sooner than they antlelpate, and with a 
diferent result.— Bloomington Pantagraph. 

We have seen the above, and similar 


paragraphs to the same purport, floating in 
the papers for ubout a week past, and it is 
due to the public, to truth, and the cause 
of law and order, that the facts should be 
correctly stated, We, the undersigned, 
were the editors and publishers of the pa- 
per in question, the Franklin Democrat, 
published at Benton, Ill., which we were 
compelled by Hon. Jobn A. Logan and his 
friends to sell at a very rainous sacrifice, 
or suffer the consequences of mob-violence. 
In substance the above paragraph is about 
correct, but all the facts are not stated. 
We bad been publishing a Democratic 
paper and advocating the election of Doug- 
lus and Johuson with all the ability we pos- 
sessed, but after the late State elections, 
we become convinced that Douglas could 
not by any possible means be elected. We 
felt constrained in duty to our conscience 
and our country, to choose between the 
two remaining conservative candidates, 
Bell and Lincoln, to defeat the worst of all 
calamities, the elevation of a Disunionist 
to the Presidential chair. Mr. Bell being 
as powerless as Mr. Douglas with the peo- 
ple, our only alternative was Mr. Lincoln. 
We know that he had been charged with 
voting against supplies for the soldiers 
while in Mexico, and with favoring negro 
equality, but an examination of the record 
convinced us that these stories had no 
foundation in truth, and we at once pro- 
ceeded to raise the names of Lincoln and 
Hamlin, which we did in our issue for Au- 
gust 29th, and followed this with a leader, 
Stating our reasons, that by further advo- 
cating the cause of Mr. Douglas we should 
be indirectly aiding in the election of a 
Disunionist and abetiing in the establish- 
ment of slavery in all our National Terri- 
tory, even against the wishes of the people. 
Looking upon slavery as a moral, social and 
political evil, we could not thus consent to 
such a monstrous doctrine. This being the 
issue— Slavery, or no Slavery in the Ter 
ritories,” and not Populuc Sovreignty—we 
felt bound .o go with that party favoring 
its prohibition, 

Mr. Logan getting wind of our change 
by some means, guve up two or three of 
his appointments to speak, and hurried 
home in time to find us ready to strike off 
the inside of our paper, a few sheets of 
which had already been printed. He at 
once, with his friends, endeavored to per- 
suade us to desist, nnd return again to the 
Douglas cause. We told him our reasons 
substantially aa stated above, Ile offered 
us money, which we spurned, and gave him 
to understand that he had not enough to 
buy us to the support of such slavery pro- 
pagandists as Breckinridge and Lane, whom 
he himself denounces as Disunionists. At 
this he began to threaten, and swore by the 
God in Heaven, that we should not make 
a Lincoln organ of our paper, if he could 
prevent it, und he believed he could. As 
he became Jouder in bis threats, his friends 
gathered, This was about eight o'clock 
in the evening, After talking and_ parley: 
ing some time, he proposed to buy the 
press and fixtures, and asked us our price. 
We told him $700—the amount it bad cost 
us not six months previous. This, he said, 
was too much, and that he would not give 
it. We told him he could do as he pleased, 
—that it was our property, and if he chose 
towive us our price, (the actual coat,) he 
could have it, but not otherwise. Matters 
stood in this way until midnight,—he offer- 
ing $500, and we holding out for $700, 
when determining to bring the thing to a 
crisis, he raised his offer vo $550, and only 
gave ua two minutes to decide whether we 
would take it or not, at th me time add- 
ing, “hut PU be d—d if it shall come out 
for Lincolu.” The crowd around him now 
umnbered something like a hundred or a { 
hundred and fifty, and hearing from them 
muttered threats, and seeing that Mr. Lo- 
gan's determination was that it should not 
be published, we emeluded, at the advice 
of one or two friends who heard threats 
from the crowd that if we persisted and 
held out, that we ‘should not come out of 
the office alive,” to sacrifice the $150 and 
save our lives, ag) we were completely. in 
the hands of the mob. Mr. Logan imn 
diately handed us $30, saying he would fix 
the bulanee in the morning, und took pos 
session of the office. The next morning, 
when we caine to settle, he and bis friends 
declared it was only $500 that he had 
offered,

$250 was paid us down, which was almost 
immediately consumed in paying our debts, 
each claimant being on hand like an hun- 
gry wolf to get his share.

Of all this vast value there was not, we

From the Aledo Racot 
Insults to Labor. 


We gave in our Jast issue some extracts 
from competent judges, bearing upon the 
influence of slavery upon free Jabor. The 
uniform testimony of all who have spoken 
upon the subjectis, that where the Southern 
system obtains, poverty and degradation 
wre the lot of the mass, While a favored 
few fatten and revel in their abundance, 
he multitude are doomed to ignorance and 
‘inching want. We will now examine 
nother phase of that question, and see 
what are the feelings of that favored few 
toward the toiling many. 

The Richmond Znguirer in 1856 declared: 


“The South now maintains that Slavery 
is right, natural, and necessary, and does 
not depend upon difference of complexion. 
The laws of the Slave States justify the 
holding of white men in bondage. 

The Charleston Jfercury declared a few 
ars ago that, 

“Slavery is the natural and normal con- 
dition of the laboring man, whether while 
or black, ‘The great evil of Northern free 
society is, that it is burdened with a servile 
class of mechanics and laborers unyit for self 
government, and yet clothed with the attri- 
butes of citizer Master and slave isa 
relation in society as necessary as that of 
parent and child, and the Northern States 
will yet have to introduce it. The theory 
of free government is a delusion.” 

Another influential Southern paper, the 
Muscogee (Ala.) Herald, takes this view of 
Northern laborers : 

“Free society! we sicken at the name. 
What is it but a conglomeration of greasy 
mechanics, small-fisted farmers, filthy ope- 
ratives, and moon-struck theorists. All 
the Northern, and especially all the New 
England States, are deprived of gociety 
fitted for well-bred gentlemen. The pre- 
vailing class one meets with is that of me- 
chanics struggling to be genteel, and small 
farmers who do their own drudgery, and 
who are hardly fit for association with a 
Southern gendeman’s body servant.” 

In the same strain the Hon. S. W. 
Downs, who a few years since was a mem- 
ber of the Senate from Louisiana, compares 
the free white laborers of the North with 
the slaves of the South. He says: 


“Teall upon the opponents of Slavery 
to prove that the white laborers of the North 
are as happy, ax contented, or as comfortadle, 
as the slaves of the South.” 

Mr. Chancellor Harper, of South Carolina 
is responsible for the following: 

© Would you do a benefit to the horse or 
the ox by giving bim a cultivated under- 
standing and fine feelings? So far as the 
mere laborer has the pride, the Inowledge, the 
aspirations of a freeman, be is unfitted for 
his situation, and must doubly feel his in- 
felicity. If there are sordid, servile and 
laborious offices to be performad, is it not 
better that there should be sordid, servile 
and laborious beings to perform them 2” 

In the same manner speaks Robt, Wick- 
life, of Kentucky = 

“How improved will. be our condition 
when we have such while negroes as perform 
the servile labors of Europe, of old Eng- 
land, and I would add, of New England; 
when our body servants, our cart drivera, 
our street sweepers, and our shoe-blacks, 
are white negroes instead of black, White 
negrocs have this advantage over black 
negroes—they can be converted into vo- 
ters.” 

So, also, Herschel V. Johnson, the Doug- 
las candidate for Vice President, says: 

“We believe that capital should own 
labor ; is there any doubt that there must 
be a laboring class everywhere? In all 
countries, and under every form of social 
organization, there must be a laboring 
class—a class of men who get their living 
by the sweat of their brow; and then there 
must be another class that controls and di 
reels the capital of the country I” 


Frecdom of Speech and Opinion. 


The criminal folly aud injustice manifes- 
ted in Virginia on the occasion of John 
Brown's raid, is just now being repeated 
on asomewhat lurge seale in Texas. A 
state of insurrection is the natural condi- 
tion of an enslaved population, and asa 
necessary® consequence, Southern society 
rests continually upon a yoleano, There 
has been a recent eruption in Texas, 
tended by whipping, lynching, and bunish- 
ing all persons suspected of entertaining 
opinions inimical to the pet institution. 
The theory is, that ull the tendencies to 
insurrection are the result of interference 
from Abolitionists, while it is more than 
probable that the outside interference with 
sin the State in question, if any, has 
been from a set of unhung scoundrels for 
the purposes of plunder, or for political 
purposes. 

It has ever been a well settled maxim of 
criminal jurisprudence, that every suspec 
ed person shall be deemed innocent until 
proved guilty, but slavery reverses all 
maxims and all laws. The mere suspicion 
of opinions adverse to slavery, sends their 
possessor to the limb of the nearest tree oF 
from the country. Not only is the dearest 
right of freemen, that of the freedom of 
speech, utterly ignored, but the freedom of 
silence also, Such monstrous despotism 
will have an awful re-aetion.—[Aledo Ree-

Is 
dur blood to be shed like water to appease 
the insatiable Moloch of slavery ?””

Lincoln and Fillmore, 


The following comparison of the views of 
Abraham Lincoln and Millard Fillmore, in 
regard to slavery, we find in the Philadel- 
phia North American. It is worthy the 
attention of those who claim for the latter 
of those statesmen a degree of “consery- 
atism whigh they dery to the former, Mr, 
Lincoln wits a member of the Illinois Legis- 
Jature in 1837, and Mr. Fillmore was a 
candidate for Congress from the Buffalo 
District in 1838. And it so happened th 
they both took position in regard to thi 
question of slavery at that time.  Resolu- 
tions were introduced and carried through 
the Illinois Legislature whieh Mr, Lincoln 
did not approve, and he and his collengue 
entered a protest on the journals in the 
words below.
